Through the generosity of Mr. C. Suydam Cutting of New York City, Field 
Museum of Natural History of Chicago has received a large collection of 
mammals, birds, and reptiles obtained by the well-known collector, Mr. Herbert 
Stevens, in Bengal Terai and Sikkim. 

The mammal collection contains 412 specimens representing 57 species and 
48 genera. This material is supplementary to the collections listed in the Bombay 
Natural History Society's reports No. 23 Sikkim, No. 26 Darjiling, No. 27 Bhotan 
Duars, and No. 28 Kalimpong. Collections were made at points not here-to-fore 
visited, and the following species of special interest were collected: | Amurosorec 
assamensis, Martes toufeus, Canis laniger, Belomys pearsoni and Lepus oiostolus. 

‘The work was begun on October 9, 1930 at Haldibari and terminated on 
June 25, 1931 at Lachung. During part of the time Mr. Stevens had the assis- 
tance of Mr. V. 8. La Personne who carried on the work after Mr. Stevens 
was called away the last of April.
